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REPORT  FROM  THE 
BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

To  the  People  of  Mendon: 

The  following  report  contains  some  of  the  more  important  mat¬ 
ters  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  are  worth  mentioning: 

X.  The  Board  during  1965  held  two  public  meetings  concerning 
the  1967  Mendon  Tercentenary  Celebration.  In  order  that  proper 
planning  could  take  place,  a  general  chairman  was  selected  who,  in 
turn,  appointed  a  committee  to  assist  him  in  this  task.  According 
to  reports,  several  meetings  have  been  held  and  plans  are  well  un¬ 
der  way  concerning  all  aspects  of  this  most  important  occasion. 

2.  In  accordance  with  our  plans  and  as  a  result  of  the  Town 
adopting  Section  8A  of  Chapter  40,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed 
an  Industrial  Development  Commission  consisting  of  five  members. 
One  of  the  main  purposes  of  this  commission  is  to  explore  all 
possible  means  of  attracting  some  form  of  industry  to  our  town. 

Our  limited  resources  may  place  stringent  restrictions  upon  the 
effectiveness  of  their  efforts.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  will  bring  such 
instances  to  the  immediate  attention  of  the  Townspeople  when 
occasions  so  dictate  for  possible  action. 

3.  Again  in  1965,  we  witnessed  a  severe  drought  which  may  con¬ 
tinue  into  1966.  In  seeking  some  possible  answer  for  our  citizens, 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  met  with  the  Water  Commission  early  in 
1965  and  requested  that  they  review  the  water  system  plans  which 
were  generated  in  1949  and  obtain  estimated  cost  figures  for  in¬ 
stalling  such  a  system.  This  request  was  later  modified  and  the 
Water  Commissioners  were  requested  to  obtain,  in  addition,  cost 
figures  which  would  also  include  a  water  disposal  system.  This  was 
necessary  due  to  the  fact  that  any  federal  aid  for  water  must  include 
water  disposal  considerations  as  well  as  water  accession.  During 
1966,  the  Board  intends  to  bring  this  information  formally  to  the 
attention  of  the  Townspeople  for  their  consideration. 

4.  At  the  present  moment,  we  have  in  our  possession  a  formal 
set  of  preliminary  plans  for  a  proposed  39-home  subdivision  at  the 
east  end  of  Town.  If  all  requirements  concerning  our  regulations 
governing  subdivisions  are  complied  with,  we  may  well  see  these 
homes  become  a  reality.  With  an  expected  average  of  three  school- 
age  children  for  each  home,  the  impact  on  our  school  facilities 
will  be  significant. 

5.  We  have  received  notice  that  the  State  Legislature  approved 
a  bill  by  which  we  can  qualify  under  Chapter  132,  Section  n,  of  the 
General  Laws  for  reimbursement  of  $11,000  of  the  White's  Beach 
purchase  cost. 

6.  Similarly,  we  are  requesting  the  assistance  of  our  legisla¬ 
tors  to  eliminate  the  traffic  hazard  problem  at  the  intersection  of 
Route  16  and  North  Avenue.  We  are  in  hopes  of  resolving  this 
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matter  during  1966.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  preserve  the 
landmarks  adjacent  to  this  area  which  are  of  esthetic  value  to  the 
Town. 

7.  In  the  year  1965,  we  issued  15  new  building  permits  which  is 
3  less  than  in  1964.  Although  this  is  a  much  slower  rate  than  any  of 
the  adjoining  towns,  the  expected  39  new  homes  planned  for  the  east 
end  of  Town  may  well  herald  the  end  of  this  slow  rate.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen  has  met  with  our  Planning  Board  to  discuss  possible  re¬ 
visions  to  our  zoning  by-laws  in  order  that  the  overall  welfare  and 
future  of  this  Town  may  be  better  served.  The  present  zoning  by¬ 
laws  have  been  in  existence  for  approximately  five  years  and  it  is 
felt  that  a  review  is  adviseable  at  this  time. 

8.  During  1965  attention  was  focused  on  some  of  the  real  estate 
property  which  has  been  neglected  for  many  years  and  has  become  a 
detriment  to  the  welfare  of  the  Town.  Two  buildings  were  declared 
as  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  condemned.  With  the  cooperation 
of  the  owner,  one  building  was  recently  razed.  Action  on  the  second 
building  will  be  sought  early  in  1966.  The  Board  of  Health  will  con¬ 
tinue  its  efforts  in  correcting  similar  types  of  conditions  throughout 
our  Town. 

9.  A  vaccination  program  for  adults  for  the  immunization 
against  Tetanus  and  Diptheria  was  held  during  the  latter  part  of 
1965  with  the  assistance  of  the  Visiting  Nurses  Association  and  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Health.  The  public  response  was  most 
gratifying  in  that  an  average  of  139  citizens  participated.  This  is 
equal  to  almost  7%  of  our  total  population.  The  attending  physician 
was  Dr.  R.  A.  Lukert  for  whose  services  we  wish  to  extend  our 
gratitude . 

The  Board  is  planning  to  hold  vaccination  clinics  for  polio 
and  measles  during  1966  and  plans  will  be  properly  announced. 

10.  The  Board  met  with  the  Regional  School  Committee  early 
in  1965  to  discuss  the  serious  space  problem.  At  this  meeting  it 
was  agreed  that  a  survey  be  made  by  a  competent  engineering  con¬ 
cern,  resulting  in  a  written  formal  report.  This  would  then  be 
followed  by  a  meeting  to  further  discuss  this  matter. 

11.  In  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  our 
Highway  Superintendent,  a  study  was  made  concerning  major  re¬ 
pairs  and  relocation  of  portions  of  Park  Street.  This  work  would 
be  done  under  Chapter  90  funds  and  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Board,  require  funds  highly  in  excess  of  what  the  Town  could  afford. 
After  considerable  discussion  and  consideration  it  was  determined 
that  any  available  Chapter  90  Construction  funds  be  diverted  to 
correcting  conditions  on  Millville  Street. 

12.  In  accordance  with  the  Commonwealth's  requirements,  the 
Town  bounds  were  again  perambulated  this  year  and  all  have  been 
located,  properly  identified,  and  recorded.  In  some  instances, 
accessibility  to  these  bounds  is  becoming  quite  difficult  due  to  the 
underbrush  growth.  It  may  be  necessary  to  devote  some  limited 
funds  to  eliminate  this  difficulty  within  the  next  five  years. 
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13.  During  1966,  the  Board  intends  to  intensively  review  each 
one  of  our  major  departments  and  assure  that  a  proper  balance  be¬ 
tween  responsibilities,  activities,  performance  and  remuneration  is 
maintained  and  make  or  recommend  adjustments  as  deemed  necessary 

14.  Secondly,  a  series  of  meetings  will  be  established  with  the 
Selectmen  of  our  adjoining  Towns  in  order  to  establish  closer  lines 
of  communication  and  to  discuss  problems  of  common  interest. 

15.  Thirdly,  a  review  of  our  present  By-Laws  will  be  made  and  a 
public  meeting  held  in  order  that  we  may  make  whatever  revisions 
are  deemed  proper.

We  request  that  you  give  careful  consideration  to  the  detailed 
reports  of  the  Supervisor  of  Elementary  Schools,  the  Principal  of 
Nipmuc  Regional  High  School,  and  other  Supervisors  whose  reports 
are  included. 

The  problem  of  providing  additional  space  to  meet  the  needs  of  a 
growing  school  population  at  Nipmuc  is  still  unsolved.'  We  have 
now  reached  a  very  critical  stage  and  unless  some  solution  is 
found,  our  pupils  will  definitely  show  the  adverse  consequences. 
Supplementary  reports  during  the  year  have  noted  the  conditions 
under  which  we  are  now  working  and  will  have  to  work  in  the 
future  if  we  cannot  have  adequate  space.  It  would  be  regretable 
to  allow  a  strong  growing  school  program  to  recede  at  a  time 
when  competition  requires  progress. 

Your  teachers  and  administrators  are  endeavoring  to  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  make  the  systems  eligible  for  Federal 
funds  as  provided  by  the  National  Defense  Education  Act,  the 
new  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act,  and  the  Voca¬ 
tional  Education  Act.  Public  notices  will  be  given  as  details 
are  worked  out  and  grants  made  available.  These  grants,  how¬ 
ever,  will  not  effect  the  local  tax  rates,  and  we  still  implore 
the  citizens  to  take  an  active  part  in  urging  those  in  official 
positions  to  revise  the  tax  base  so  that  relief  for  the  real 
estate  taxpayer  will  be  forthcoming.  Under  conditions  which 
exist  today,  anticipating  a  reduction  in  the  school  budget  is 
wishful  thinking. 

According  to  the  Department  of  Education  officials,  there  is 
considerable  interest  being  shown,  by  an  increasing  number  of 
towns,  in  forming  regions  for  grades  K  through  12.  To  date, 
only  one  such  organization  is  operating.  It  is  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  two  towns  to  at  least  study  the  plan  to  deter¬ 
mine  whether  or  not  it  would  be  an  improvement  in  our  organi¬ 
zational  set-up  and  to  see  if  there  may  be  financial  advantages. 

We  are  particularly  pleased  with  the  cooperation  and  esprit 
de  corps  of  our  employees.  Their  teamwork  is  a  necessary 
factor  in  operating  a  sound  school  system.  We  extend  our 
appreciation  to  them. 
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The  addition  to  the  Center  School  has  solved  many  problems  for 
grades  1  through  6.  We  now  have  adequate  classroom  space  and 
are  taking  full  advantage  of  the  multi-purpose  room  for  physical 
education,  music,  assemblies,  indoor  play,  and  several  town 
organizations  have  utilized  the  room  as  a  meeting  place. 

The  rearrangement  of  the  Cafeteria,  plus  the  purchase  of  addi¬ 
tional  equipment,  has  made  the  lunch  program  more  up-to-date 
and  thus  more  efficient.  During  the  year  a  dishwasher,  convection 
oven,  and  freezer  were  installed.  In  1966,  we  hope  to  add  a  cooks 
table,  a  bakers  table,  and  perhaps  some  small  pieces  of  equip¬ 
ment.  A  financial  report  will  be  submitted  by  the  Cafeteria 
Manager. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  express  my  gratitude  to  all  those  who  have 
been  of  assistance  to  our  schools  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF 
SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Mendon,  the  School  Committee 
submits  this  annual  report: 

September  of  1965  saw  the  opening  of  the  new  addition  with  six 
classrooms  and  the  multi-purpose  room.  There  are  now  twelve 
classroom  teachers  for  grades  1  through  6  and  adequate  space 
is  available  for  the  12  classes,  special  remedial  reading  and 
library  groups,  physical  fitness  and  band  programs,  and  cafe¬ 
teria  program.  Relocating  and  adding  to  the  kitchen  facilities 
has  been  accomplished  after  revisions  to  existing  utilities 
were  completed. 

The  progress  of  our  educational  programs  are  covered  in  the 
Elementary  Supervisors  Report. 

Budget  amounts  for  the  year  1966  are  up  by  4.5%.  Much  of  this 
increase  is  due  to  the  increase  of  the  $5000.00  teachers’  mini¬ 
mum  salary  which  became  effective  September  1965.  Two  thirds 
of  this  increase  shows  as  a  budget  increase  this  year.  The 
Committee  voted  to  raise  the  minimum  from  $5000. 00  to  $5200.  00 
as  of  September  1966  in  order  to  remain  competitive  in  obtain¬ 
ing  new  teachers .  Two  of  the  surrounding  towns  had  minimums 
greater  than  the  state  requirement  this  past  year  and  a  match¬ 
ing  increase  was  considered  necessary.  This  amounts  to  about 
a  1%  increase  in  1966  budget.  Further  study  of  salary  sche¬ 
dules  and  merit  increases  are  underway.  School  buildings  are 
only  part  of  the  school  plant.  The  initial  hiring,  the  in-service 
training,  and  the  retention  of  the  best  teaching  personnel  is  the 
most  important  element  of  the  school  department.  Salary 
schedules  and  a  merit  plan  are  an  important  part  of  obtaining 
and  retaining  the  best  teaching  staff.  We  ask' the  citizens  of 
Mendon  to  again  support  the  Committee  and  the  School  Depart¬ 
ment  in  providing  the  necessary  funds  to  continue  the  school 
program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF 
ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

1965-1966 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Supervisor 
of  Elementary  Schools  for  School  Union  #59,  Mendon  and  Upton. 

The  first  part  of  the  year  was  centered  around  a  total  evaluation  of 
the  elementary  school  curriculum  with  stress  placed  on  the  reading, 
language,  and  mathematics  programs. 

Of  significant  importance  was  a  definite  coordination  of  the  Ele¬ 
mentary  Supervisor  with  classroom  teachers  and  the  remedial 
reading  teacher,  not  only  in  terms  of  aiding  pupils  with  reading 
problems,  but  assisting  in  the  evaluation  and  improvement  of  the 
total  reading  program.  A  pupil  is  now  placed  in  a  reading  group 
according  to  performance,  diagnostic  test  results  and  the  reco¬ 
mmendation  of  the  Elementary  Supervisor,  teacher,  and  the  re¬ 
medial  reading  teacher.  Plans  are  in  progress  to  update  the  basic 
reading  books  and  consumable  workbooks  will  be  utilized  by  grades 
4,  5,  and  6  which  will  begin  in  September  1966. 

Several  teachers  from  Mendon  and  Upton  attended  conferences  on 
the  non-graded  school  held  in  Foxboro,  Massachusetts  and  a 
conference  on  reading  held  in  Worcester.  A  reading  workshop  was 
held  for  all  teachers  at  the  Memorial  School  in  Upton. 

During  the  summer  a  physical  education  guide  was  developed 
with  the  purpose  of  giving  impetus  and  direction  to  the  physical 
education  program.  The  guide  will  be  increased  in  volume  with 
new  types  of  activities  being  added.  We  plan  the  purchase  of  an 
all-purpose  gym  apparatus.  The  equipment  is  portable  and  can 
be  used  in  and  out  of  doors.  Each  class  from  grades  1-6  is 
scheduled  for  gym  twice  a  week. 

The  elementary  schools  of  Mendon  and  Upton  are  currently 
grouping  in  arithmetic.  The  grouping  is  done  within  each  class 
and  there  are  no  more  than  two  groups  per  class.  As  in  reading 
where  grouping  is  necessary,  arithmetic  skilfe  follow  the  same 
patterns  as  pupils  differ  widely  in  arithmetical  abilities.  Modern 
mathematic  filmstrips  were  purchased  for  grades  1-6  under  the 
National  Educational  Defense  Act. 

Long-range  projects  in  reading,  arithmetic,  science,  and  geo¬ 
graphy  developed  by  the  Mendon- Upton  administration  and 
teachers  were  submitted  to  the  State  Department  of  Education 
in  Boston  and  approved.  The  projects  span  a  period  of  5  years  and 
are  now  required  to  obtain  funds  for  audio-visual  tools,  equipment, 
and  materials  under  Title  III  of  the  National  Defense  Educational 
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Act.  The  projects  give  our  school  systems  direction  by  planning 
our  educational  steps  over  an  extended  period  of  time. 

The  departmentalized  program  in  grades  5  and  6  was  modified 
for  two  basic  reasons.  Pupils  are  on  a  rotating  schedule.  This 
means  that  the  pupils  are  not  fixed  for  a  given  subject  the  same 
period  every  day.  The  last  period  of  the  day  which  is  scheduled 
for  one  hour  affords  the  opportunity  for  the  homeroom  teacher 
to  provide  guidance,  experience,  spelling,  penmanship,  and  special 
projects. 

A  representative  from  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  showed  a 
film  and  gave  a  lecture  on  proper  bicycle  procedures.  He  stressed 
the  importance  of  hand  signals,  keeping  the  bicycle  in  good  repair, 
proper  reflection,  and  following  the  same  traffic  rules  which  apply 
to  automobiles. 

Mrs.  Janet  Stockwell,  School  Nurse,  tested  eyes,  ears  and 
measured  weight  and  height.  A  new  policy  was  adopted  whereby 
parents  are  responsible  for  making  provisions  to  take  the  child 
home  in  the  event  of  illness,  accidents,  etc.  Emergency  cards 
were  sent  home  to  be  filled  out  and  signed  by  the  parents  giving  the 
schools  the  authority  to  take  proper  steps  in  aiding  the  child  if  the 
parent  cannot  be  contacted.  Pupils  in  grades  1  and  4  have  physi¬ 
cal  examinations  each  year. 

Beginning  in  September  of  1966,  Mr.  Thomas  Cullen,  Guidance 
Director  and  School  Psychologist,  will  handle  individual  testing  and 
work  with  a  limited  amount  of  emotional  referrals.  Within  a  few 
years  public  schools  will  be  obligated  to  make  a  strong  effort  in 
this  area.  I  feel  that  a  school  adjustment  counselor  serving  both 
towns  would  be  very  desirable  within  the  next  two  years.

Mrs.  Helen  Thomas,  Art  Supervisor,  is  highly  pleased  with  the 
art  program  because  the  pupils  in  grades  4,5,  and  6  are  schedul¬ 
ed  to  a  room  designed  specifically  for  art.  This  arrangement 
allows  for  more  time,  convenience  of  materials,  and  creates  an 
art  atmosphere.  A  poster  contest  centering  around  art  apprecia¬ 
tion  was  conducted.  Winners  and  runner-ups  were  rewarded  with 
a  field  trip  to  Boston. 

Miss  Arlyne  Marcy,  Vocal  Music  Supervisor,  did  a  fine  job  with 
the  pupils  and  conducted  two  excellent  Glee  Club  concerts  held  at 
the  Regional  High  School.  Miss  Marcy  is  now  devoting  part  of  the 
music  periods  for  note  reading. 

Mr.  Donald  Thatcher,  Instrumental  Music  Supervisor,  and  Mr. 
Boots  Mussulli,  did  an  excellent  job  training  the  Elementary 
School  Band  which  culminated  in  a  first  place  prize  at  the  May 
Music  Festival  held  in  Worcester.  The  band  marched  in  the 
Memorial  Day  parades  in  Mendon  and  Upton  and  played  very  well. 
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The  band  participated  in  the  dedication  ceremonies  of  the  new 
addition  to  the  Mendon  Center  School  and  performed  well  in  the 
Christmas  Concert. 

A  Dedication  Ceremony  was  held  at  the  Mendon  Center  School  for 
the  new  addition  which  opened  in  September.  Approximately  200 
people  attended.  The  addition  has  greatly  aided  our  total  school 
program  by  providing  us  a  reading,  music,  and  art  room,  and  the 
gymnasium  is  invaluable. 

The  remedial  reading  program  under  the  instruction  of  Mrs.  Grace 
Hutchinson  is  most  certainly  proving  its  existence.  Mrs.  Hutchin¬ 
son  is  doing  an  excellent  job  providing  help’ to  pupils  .  This  pro¬ 
gram  is  part  of  our  long  range  plans  in  reading  and  we  hope  to 
gradually  increase  the  materials  needed  to  carry  out  an  effective 
program . 

National  Education  Week  was  highly  successful.  More  than  90% 
of  the  parents  attended  a  conference  with  the  teachers  to  discuss 
the  pupils'  progress.  Parent- teacher  conferences  were  held  in 
June  to  discuss  each  child's  Iowa  Achievement  Test  results. 

Field  trips  were  conducted  in  April,  May,  and  June,  giving 
pupils  the  opportunity  to  visit  historical  places  and  museums 
which  supplement  learning  experiences  in  the  classroom. 

Facilities  are  now  available  for  a  school  library.  The  former 
office  in  the  old  section  of  the  building  is  suitable  for  the  library. 

We  are  waiting  for  guidelines  from  the  State  Department  of  Edu¬ 
cation  relative  to  obtaining  funds  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

The  "21-inch"  TV  classroom  has  proven  successful  as  a  supple¬ 
ment  to  the  regular  school  curriculum.  Programs  in  phonics, 
literature,  science,  music,  emanate  from  Channel  2  in  Boston. 

The  Mendon  Grange  donated  a  beautiful  televison  set  to  the 
Center  School.  We  certainly  appreciate  this  donation  as  a  TV  set 
was  needed  for  the  new  wing. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  School  Committees,  Mr.  Sharp,  all 
school  personnel,  the  Parent- Teacher  Associations,  the  Band 
Booster  Club,  local  governmental  departments,  and  the  Towns¬ 
people  for  their  kind  cooperation  and  assistance  in  making  our 
schools  a  continuing  success.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
BUILDING  COMMITTEE 


To  the  citizens  of  Mendon,  the  School  Building 
Committee,  submits  this  final  report; 

On  March  8,  1963,  the  Town  voted  to  appoint  this 
committee  to  hire  an  architect,  complete  plans,  ob¬ 
tain  firm  bids  and  report  on  or  before  the  next  An¬ 
nual  Town  Meeting  and  investigate  all  matters  per¬ 
taining  to  building  a  Free  Standing  Addition  to  the 
Mendon  Center  School.  On  January  17,  1964,  the 
Voters  gave  their  approval  of  the  addition  to  the 
Center  School,  confirming  their  interest  in  the  con¬ 
tinued  improvement  of  the  Mendon  School  System. 

After  a  delay  of  three  months,  due  to  the  rejec¬ 
tion  of  the  sewage  disposal  system,  final  approval 
was  given  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health, 
and  the  contract  was  awarded  on  June  22,  1964, 
with  construction  beginning  the  first  week  in  July, 

1964. 

The  School  was  completed  on  September  1,1965, 
and  the  date  of  occupancy  was  September  8 ,  1965 , 
with  the  School  being  certified  on  September  28, 

1965. 

With  the  School  completed,  the  Committee  is 
pleased  to  report  that  it  is  satisfied  with  the  work¬ 
manship  and  materials  used  in  constructing  the 
School.  The  equipment  used  in  furnishing  the 
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School  is  of  the  highest  quality  and  will  serve  the 
needs  of  the  Town  for  many  years  to  come . 

The  Free  Standing  Addition  comprises  the  follow¬ 
ing;  1.  a  multipurpose  room  that  has  been  certifi¬ 
ed  by  the  State  to  seat  380  persons,  2.  a  principals 
office  and  adjoining  health  room  and  a  teachers  room, 

3.  six  (6)  modern  classrooms,  with  an  abundance  of 
light  and  ventilation  as  well  as  chalk  and  tack  boards, 

4.  a  heating  system  that  is  oil  fired  forced  hot  water, 
with  individual  room  controls ,  and  large  enough  to 
accommodate  four  (4)  rooms  that  are  planned  in  the 
future,  5.  a  sewage  disposal  system  that  corrects  a 
health  problem  that  existed,  plus  large  enough  to 
handle  the  previous  mentioned  four  rooms . 

The  Town  of  Mendon  can  be  justly  proud  of 
Modern  School  Plant,  just  as  the  Building  Commit¬ 
tee  feels  proud  to  have  built  it. 

Our  thanks  go  to  all  the  people  who  took  upon 
themselves  the  responsibilities  to  vote  this  School 
a  reality,  and  are  willing  to  bear  the  expense  of 
paying  for  it,  thus  allowing  the  children  of  Mendon 
to  receive  an  education,  second  to  none. 

In  closing,  the  Building  Committee  has  been 
proud  to  have  had  the  opportunity  to  serve  the  Town 
of  Mendon  in  this  capacity. .

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To  the  Citizens  of  Mendon  and  Upton: 

During  the  year  of  1965,  the  Mendon- Upton  Regional  School  Dis¬ 
trict  Committee  held  regular  scheduled  meetings.  A  special  meet¬ 
ing  was  held  with  selectmen  and  members  of  the  finance  commit¬ 
tees  of  both  Upton  and  Mendon.  A  public  hearing  on  the  school  bud¬ 
get  was  also  held. 

As  Chairman  of  the  Mendon- Upton  Regional  School  District  Com¬ 
mittee,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  an  excellent  educational  pro¬ 
gram  has  been  maintained.  In  order  to  provide  a  consistently  high 
standard  of  education  it  has  been  necessary  to  recommend  an  in¬ 
crease  in  the  1966  school  budget.  This  increase  will  be  approxi¬ 
mately  10.  7%  over  that  proposed  last  year.  Much  of  this  increase 
has  been  the  result  of  revisions  to  the  teachers'  salary  schedule. 

Increased  school  population,  particularly  at  the  junior  high  level, 
has  resulted  in  a  "Critically  Over-Crowded  Situation."  Until  such 
time  as  additional  classrooms  and  facilities  can  be  provided,  it 
may  be  necessary  to  pursue  one  of  three  courses;  increase  the 
number  of  students  per  class,  consolidate  certain  classes,  or 
(as  a  last  resort),  conduct  double  sessions.  Plans  for •  providing 
additional  classroom  space  and  facilities  are  progressing.  An 
architect  has  been  engaged,  on  a  consultant  basis,  to  study  and 
recommend  the  best  approach  to  the  problem.  It  is  the  hope  of 
the  committee  that  construction  can  be  started  early  this  year. 

The  committee  wishes  to  extend  its  thanks  to  the  administrators, 
teachers,  town  officials  and  citizens  of  both  Mendon  and  Upton 
for  their  assistance  in  the  operation  of  the  Nipmuc  Regional 
School  system.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


Once  again  an  over-crowded  school  population  is  the  major  prob¬ 
lem  to  be  reported.  With  an  enrollment  of  over  620  pupils  since 
September,  carrying  on  our  regular  school  program  has  necessi¬ 
tated  the  use  of  the  auditorium  for  three  junior  high  school 
academic  classes  and  many  study  halls  and  of  the  cafeteria  for 
one  academic  class  and  six  daily  study  halls.  Holding  classes  and 
study  halls  in  these  areas  does  not  lend  to  good  teaching-learning 
situations . 

The  congested  traffic  problem  before  and  after  school  and  between 
periods  has  also  created  serious  problems. 

With  another  seventh  grade  of  approximately  130  pupils  antici¬ 
pated  next  September,  a  compounding  of  the  present  problem  is 
inevitable.  Undesirable  as  they  may  be,  double- sessions  for  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  for  next  year  have  been  recommended 
as  an  immediate  solution  to  the  existing  problem. 

Double- sessions  will  bring  problems  of  their  own;  not  only  at 
school  but  in  many  of  the  homes  of  the  children  involved.  If 
double- sessions  are  planned  within  the  proposed  school  budget, 
with  no  increase  in  staff,  there  will  result  a  curtailment  of  some 
activities  of  the  pupils  involved.  All  pupils  will  be  assured  of  a 
full  schedule  of  academic  subjects;  but  in  the  areas  of  home 
economics,  industrial  arts,  music,  band,  art  and  physical  edu¬ 
cation,  there  will  have  to  be  a  definite  curtailment. 

An  alternative  to  double- sessions  would  be  to  increase  tbedass 
sizes  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  to  accommodate  the 
anticipated  number  of  pupils.  This  would  bring  the  number  of 
pupils  in  each  section  to  35  or  more,  which  would  result  in  a  poor 
learning  situation  at  the  secondary  level.  Classrooms  would  be 
seriously  over-crowded  and  result  in  serious  problems  of  traffic 
and  pupil  control,  as  well  as  the  effectiveness  of  the  teaching. 

The  over-crowding  is  not  limited  to  the  junior  high  school.  With 
more  pupils  each  year  entering  the  high  school  than  are  graduat¬ 
ing  or  leaving,  many  high  school  classes  are  at  capacity  and 
maintaining  our  schedule  of  classes  becomes  -  more  and  more  a 
problem.  As  it  is  at  this  moment,  all  classrooms  and  labora¬ 
tories  are  being  used  every  period  during  the  day,  with  the  cafe¬ 
teria  and  auditorium  being  used  as  study  halls.  With  an  ever- 
increasing  enrollment  and  space  for  expansion  not  available, 
problems  of  serious  import  are  inevitable. 

On  the  brighter  side,  I  am  happy  to  bring  to  your  attention  the 
result  of  the  two-year  progress  report  which  was  required  by  the 
New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  as  a 
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follow-up  of  the  1963  evaluation  of  our  school  by  that  organization. 
Following  is  a  direct  quote  from  a  letter  received  from  the  above- 
named  association. 

’’The  Commission  on  Public  Secondary  Schools,  at  a  meeting  held 
on  November  1,  approved  the  two-year  progress  report  from  Nip- 
muc  Regional  High  School.  It  was  well  pleased  with  the  progress 
that  has  been  made  and  hopes  that  in  the  next  three  years,  before 
the  five-year  report  is  due,  progress  can  be  continued. " 

I  wish  to  extend  appreciation  to  all  persons  who  have  assisted  in 
the  operation  of  the  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School  during  the  past 
year.

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FINANCE  COMMITTEE  TERMINOLOGY 

The  following  terms  are  frequently  used  in  the  Annual  and  Special 
Town  Meetings.  These  definitions  are  provided  in  order  to  give  every¬ 
one  a  better  understanding  of  their  meaning: 

SURPLUS  REVENUE: 

This  fund  represents  the  amount  by  which  the  Cash,  Accounts  Re¬ 
ceivable  and  other  floating  assets  exceed  the  liabilities  and  reserves. 

AVAILABLE  FUNDS:  (Often  referred  to  as  Free  Cash) 

A  fund  certified  annually  by  the  State  Bureau  of  Accounts  by  de¬ 
ducting  from  Surplus  Revenue  all  uncollected  taxes  for  prior  years. 

RESERVE  FUND: 

This  fund  is  established  by  the  voters  at  an  annual  town  meeting 
only  and  may  be  composed  of  1)  an  appropriation  not  exceeding  5% 
of  the  tax  levy  of  the  preceding  year;  2)  money  appropriated  from 
Overlay  Reserve;  or  3)  both.  Transfers  from  the  Reserve  Fund  are 
within  the  exclusive  control  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  are  for 
“extraordinary  or  unforeseen  expenditures.” 

OVERLAY: 

The  Overlay  is  the  amount  raised  by  the  Assessors  in  excess  of 
appropriations  and  other  charges  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  fund 
to  cover  abatements  granted  and  avoiding  fractions. 

OVERLAY  RESERVE: 

This  is  the  accumulated  amount  of  the  Overlay  for  various  years 
not  used  or  required  to  be  held  in  the  specific  Overlay  account  for  a 
given  year,  and  may  be  used  by  vote  of  the  town  for  extraordinary  or 
unforeseen  purposes  or  voted  into  the  Reserve  Fund. 

ROAD  MACHINERY  FUND:  (An  Income  Account) 

The  Town  charges  for  municipally  owned  equipment  used  on 
State  (Ch.  81  &  90)  reimbursed  work.  This  charge  is  based  upon 
acceptable  rates  set  by  the  Mass.  D.P.W.  and  covers  equipment  such 
as  trucks,  back  hoes  and  rollers.  The  income  is  then  deposited  into 
this  account.  These  funds  are  later  appropriated  to  the  Road  Machinery 
Account. 
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SO  AD  MACHINERY  ACCOUNT: 

This  ia  an  Expense  Account  and  it  used  only  for  expenditures. 

STABILIZATION  FUND: 

A  special  account  created  to  provide  a  reserve  for  capital  expendi¬ 
tures.  The  State  will  match  sums,  taken  from  this  Fund,  under  certain 
conditions  during  the  first  year  only;  and  in  amounts  up  to  a  maximum 
of  $100,000.  This  will  reduce  Bonding  cost  for  Mendon. 
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REPORT  OF 

THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

Citizens  of  Mendon: 

Your  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  for  1966  the  sum  of 
$495,878. 13  be  raised  and  appropriated  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 
This  includes  $476,908.37  for  Article  4  appropriations  and  $18,969.76 
for  Special  Articles  in  the  Warrant.  Available  and  Special  Funds  will 
amount  to  $32,128.81  and  we  recommend  that  $15,000.00  be  taken 
from  Available  Funds  to  reduce  the  Tax  Levy. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS: 

The  Salary  and  Expense  requests  of  the  various  Town  Departments 
were  studied  thoroughly.  Meetings  were  held  with  the  Department 
heads  in  an  effort  to  continue  the  efficient  operation  of  the  Town 
functions  as  economically  as  possible. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Selectmen  and  the 
Department  heads  for  their  full  cooperation  in  arriving  at  these 
recommendations . 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Town  has  no  Personnel  Classification 
Plan  the  Finance  Committee  has  taken  on  the  problem  of  reviewing 
Town  salaries  and  wages,  made  an  extensive  survey  of  the  current 
rates,  and  prepared  a  format  which  we  feel  will  assist  in  establishing 
equality  in  the  present  system  and  also  provide  the  ground  work 
for  the  programs  to  be  carried  on  through  to  completion.  This  plan 
contains  a  graduated  wage  scale  for  hourly  employees.  Elected 
and  appointed  officers  work  on  a  part  time  basis  so  that  wage  scales 
could  not  be  established  for  these  categories.  We  have,  however, 
reviewed  each  salary  and  made  a  specific  recommendation  for  each. 

As  a  result  of  this  survey,  increases  in  salaries  and  wages  for  Town 
officers  and  employees,  to  become  effective  as  of  April  1,  1966, 
have  been  recommended  and  included  in  the  1966  Budget.  These 
increases  amount  to  $2,300.00. 

The  major  changes  in  the  Budget  Items  are: 

1.  General  Government: 

An  increase  of  approximately  $3,600.00  is  recommended.  Major 
increases  in  addition  to  the  salary  and  wage  increase  are  due  to 
necessary  repairs  to  the  Historical  Building,  Record  Room,  and 
Town  Hall,  a  new  Check  Protector  for  the  Treasurer,  Town  Clerk 
Expense,  Elections  and  Registrations  (State  Primary  and  Election), 
and  expenses  for  the  new  Industrial  Development  Commission. 
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2.  Protection  of  Persons  and  Property: 

We  are  recommending  an  increase  of  $1,200.00.  This  includes 
the  salary  and  wage  increase,  most  of  which  is  for  the  Police 
Department  and  the  Tree  Warden.  The  purchase  of  a  Jet-X 
Extinguisher,  Fire  hose,  and  two  Plectron  Units  for  the  Fire 
Department  are  also  recommended.  A  decrease  is  noted  in  the 
Police  Cruiser  account. 

3.  Health  and  Sanitation: 

Establishing  salaries  for  the  Board  of  Health  and  a  Health  Inspector 
are  recommended.  However,  a  decrease  of  $550.00  is  recommended 
in  the  expense  account. 

4.  Highways: 

There  is  an  increase  of  $1,500.00  recommended.  This  is  due  to 
increases  in  Chapter  90  Maintenance,  Snow  Removal  (more  snow 
this  year  plus  wage  increases).  We  are  recommending  the  purchase 
of  a  second-hand  truck  chassis  from  the  Road  Machinery  Fund. 

5.  Charities: 

We  are  recommending  an  increase  of  $10,500.  00.  There  has 
been  an  increase  in  Welfare  Rates;  also  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases. 

6.  Veterans'  Benefits: 

No  change  in  total  funds  for  Veterans’  Benefits. 

7.  Schools 

An  increase  of  $30,500.  00  is  recommended.  Increases  in  salaries 
and  wages,  a  percentage  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  from 
Mendon  at  the  Nipmuc  Regional  School,  and  the  opening  of  the 
Blackstone  Valley  Regional  School  this  fall  and  an  increase  in 
pupils  desiring  Vocational  Education  are  the  major  contributing 
factors. 

The  Center  School  Committee  and  the  Nipmuc  Regional  District 
School  Committee  included  in  their  budget  request,  and  increase 
in  the  basic  salary  schedule.  The  Finance  Committee  does  not 
approve  of  this  additional  raise  and  it  is  not  included  in  our 
recommendations . 

8.  Library: 

A  $90.  00  increase  is  recommended  for  salaries  and  wages. 
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9.  Parks  and  Recreation: 

A  $30.  00  increase  is  recommended  for  salaries  and  wages. 

10.  Pensions: 

There  is  an  increase  of  $963.39  in  Pension  costs. 

11.  Unclassified: 

A  decrease  of  $975. 00  is  recommended  in  this  category.  This  is 
mainly  due  to  the  new  insurance  plan. 

12.  Public  Service  Enterprise: 

An  increase  in  salaries  and  wages  is  recommended.  No  change  in 
total. 

13.  Maturing  Debt  and  Interest; 

A  decrease  of  $1,300.  00  is  recommended. 

SPECIAL  ARTICLES: 

Article  III: 

The  annual  salaries  of  Elected  Town  Officers  are  established 
under  this  article.  We  are  recommending  that  the  salaries 
established  last  year  apply  through  March  31  and  that  salary 
increases  voted  under  this  article  become  effective  April  1,  1966. 

Article  V:  300th  Anniversary  Fund 

Recommend  that  $2,500.  00  be  appropriated  to  the  300th  Anniversary 
Fund. 

Article  VI:  Stabilization  Fund 

Recommend  that  $5, 000.  00  be  appropriated  to  the  Stabilization  Fund. 
Article  VII:  Mental  Health 

Recommend  that  $235. 00  be  appropriated  for  the  Greater  Milford 
Mental  Health  Association. 

Article  VHI:  West  Hill  Road 

Recommend  that  $2,  734.  76  be  appropriated  from  State  Grant  under 
Chapter  679  of  the  Acts  of  1965  for  the  reconstruction  of  West  H;ll 
Road. 

Article  IX:  Park  Street 

Recommended  that  $4, 000.  00  be  appropriated  for  reconstruction 
work  on  Park  Street. 
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Article  X:  Heating  Units 

Recommend  that  $4,  000.  00  be  appropriated  for  new  heating  units 
for  the  Town  Buildings . 

Article  XI:  Temporary  Loans 

Recommend  that  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  revenue,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen. 

Article  XII:  Retarded  Children 

Recommend  that  $500.  00  be  appropriated  for  a  Regional  Summer 
Recreational  Program  for  retarded  children. 

Article  XIII:  Reducing  Tax  Levy 

Recommend  that  $15, 000.  00  be  appropriated  from  Available  Funds 
to  reduce  the  Tax  Levy  of  1966. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Mendon  for  their  support  and 
cooperation.  We  urge  you  to  attend  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in 
the  Town  Hall,  scheduled  for  April  1,  1966  at  7:30  P.M.  Please 
bring  your  Town  Report  with  you.
